Committing, them lor larceny will be the 
uexfc dodge; as tor larceny, thay are com- 
mitted only'to hard labor (which moans, 
comfortable fare and nothing to do) 
white the courts and peace officers can 
then charge up to the cunuty old rates, 
which give good returns. ''Big Hank 
was firot committed for larceny Janu- 
ary 27th—sixty days for safe keeping. 
An officer visited the jail -with another 
warrant for him for larceny January 31st, 
and informed the officers he -would come 
up for him again at the expiration of his 
time. February 22nd he called to look 
Piter him again, and found "Big Hank 
still filling his place-with the girls IB the 
Kitchen, taking his meals there as usual; 
with the care ot the yards, and in charge 
of the horses, thus afforded opportunity 
to walk off at his plersuro, or to ride a 
good horse in case of emergency. Space 
will not permit giving many other inci- 
dents in "Big Hauk's" history. His case 
is not materially different from many 
others.

As a citizen of Kock county we would 


ask, 1st, That all courts commit jail able 
bodied tramps to - solitary comfinement, 
on bread and water; 2d, That our county 
supervisors only pay legal charges on 
tramps, as per laws of 1832; 3d, That all 
officers in charge see that all tramps thus 
committsd are kept in strict conformity, 
with the law.s of 1839.
